I am confident.” 

To this I replied that the indications, according to. the republican leaders, are 
to McKinley, but he quickly retorted: 

“Of course they are. That is policy. What I tell you is my private opinion.’ 

There was no doubt concerning the former president’s sincerity in his expressed belief, 
and when I asked him what reasons he had for so thinking, he continued: 

“You do not understand the conditions. There are elements all over the country at 
work which it would be impossible to draw into line for McKinley. In the first place, union la- 
bor is for Bryan. Of recent years this organization of labor has been a factor in politics and it 
certainly is not favorable to the interests of capital. The traveling men are for Bryan. These 
men, who are a small army, are of the opinion that the republican party is the protector of corpo- 
rations, and by the amalgamation of industrial interests many of them have been thrown out 
of employment. In the northwest, in Minnesota, in Dakota, and Iowa, there are many Holland- 
ers. Sympathy for the Boers, who are their own flesh and blood, will induce them to support 
Bryan. See if I am not correct.

FIVE «THOUSAND PEOPLE SAW IT 


Negro Said That He Deserved Hang- 


ing for His Crime, and Attributed 
His Fate to His Bad Temper. 


Elberton, Ga:, October 
At twelve minutes to 1 o'clock today the 
dr fell] which took the life of Willlam 
Branch, the murderer of George D. Bell 
and who attempted to assassinate G, H. 
McLanahan and wife. 

Early in the morning the crowds began 

come, and when the hour arrived fully 
5,000 hand to view the 
morning Branch 
restless, but walked to the 
wagon and took his seat on the coffin 
with a stoic step. He never seemed to 
flinch and said that the right thing was 
being in hanging him. He wired 
Governor Candler to give him two hours 
on the seaffold to talk. 
wired back that he could have four hours 
if wanted them. His statement was 
long and somewhat rambling, about the 
same as his confession hereto published, 
He attributed his ruin to his temper and 
warned the people against such, 

In about fifteen minutes after the drop 
fell Dr. B. F. Smith, with Drs, Oliver and 
Eberhardt, pronounced life extinct 
Sheriff McIntosh and Deputy Sheriff 
Alexander were the ofliclating officers. 

The crime for which Branch was 
hanged was not only revolting, but atro- 
cious, and made doubly so by his subse- 
quent effort to siay George McLanahan 
and. wife whiie they were in bed asleep. 
The two crimes so enraged the people 
that it only needed for him to be caught 
to give Judge Lyneh work to do. 

On the night of September 26th George 
Bell and Ed Mills, returning from Biber- 
ton, met Branch tin the road with stolen 
cotton. They called to him, but he 
fused to stoy, Bell went toward him and 
was shot in the arm. Next morning Bell 
and George McLanahan went to his 
house, arrested him and started to town 
with him, Branch marching in front. As 
they were crossing the Seaboard track 
about two miles below Efberton Branch 
suddenly turned, snatched Bell’s gun 
from his shoulder and shot at him twice, 
missing the first time, but almost in- 
stantly killing him the second shot, After 
the shooting he made good his escape, 
though was shot in the arm by McLana- 
han first. Branch hid in a hollow log 
a.l day. The alarm was given and quite 
a large party went in pursuit, some of 
them going within twenty feet of where 
Branch was hid. After dark he went toa 
friend's house, obtained sOme ammuni- 
tion and learned for the first time that 
he had killed Be, He then determined 
to Kil] McLarahan and went to his house 
for that purpose. Visitors delayed him. 
He waited unti] they had gone and then 
watched Myr, and Mrs. Lanahan retire,

then slipped to the window and shot the 
unsuspecting man and wife asleep. It 
seems that a slat of the blind divided the 
load of shot, pagt going into the side of 
the bed too low to hit either party and 
the other going a Iittke too high to do 
deadly work, though it painfully injured 
Mrs. McLanahan in the arm and Mr. 
McLanahan in the throat. But for the 
presence of Mrs. McLanahan's arm in 
the exact position this part of the load 
would have gone into her husband's 
throat and killed him. 

Branch, thinking he had killed McLana- 
han. then went direct to the Seaboard 
track close to where McLanahan lived 
and laid hjs head on one of the rails, he 
says, for the purpose of being killed, as 
he knew he would be killed if caught. 
Fortunately or unfortunately, the train 
knocked him off to one side and instead 
of killing him only severely injured him. 
He was put on the train and brought to 
Elberton on a jitter. When the train 
started off he got up and jumped on it, 
saying he wanted to go to Athens and 
had money with which to pay his way. 
At Atheng he was arrested and im- 
prisoned. 

As soon the McLanahan shooting 
became known large parties began a sys- 
tematic search for him and it is safe to 
say that if they had caught him quick 
work would have made it unnecessary to 
have troubled the courts. 

As s00n ag Judge Reese was apprised of 
affairs he called a special term of Elbert 
superior court to try Branch and ordered 
the prisoner conveyed to Atlanta for 
safe-keeping. This quick work of the 
court somewhat pacified the enraged peo-

London, October 29.—The city imperial 
Volunteers, who arrived at Southampton 
from Seuth Africa Saturday on the 
British transport Aurania, reached here 
by train this morning, marched through 
London, along streets packed by thous- 
ands and received. a tumultuous greet- 
ing. Such a demonstration was probably 
never evoked for a small body of 
volunteers. 

The postponement of London's welcome 
until today diminished the number of 
spectators, but the enthusiasm could 
scarcely have been more general or gen- 
uine. Early in the day Queen Victoria 
a Message to the returning troops, 
Velcoming them and inquiring as to their 
health. The prince Wales came to 
town and viewed procession from 
Marlborough house. The other royal 
personages watching the Httle band of 
Men in Khaki uniforms were Princess 
Louise, the luchess of Argyle and Prince 
Kdward of Saxe-Weimar, who with many 
Other distinguished people, had taken up 
positions of vantage early in the morn- 
ing. 

Ihe exuberant throngs proved unman- 
ageable and the poliee and soldiers were 
quite unable to stem the rushes. The 
crowd of the populace became so terrible 
at the marble arch that the people broke 
through the cordon and when the field 
was again cleared forty persons, requir-

Partial re- 
turns from the hospitals and police sta- 
tions indicate that .more than 200 were 
bad!y hurt, eight, and possibly ten, being 
killed outright. 

Along the whole length of Fleet street 
the scenes could be only likened to a 
continual football scrimmage, but it was 
eyen more exciting. Shrieks and groans 
filled the air, people were hurled to the 
ground and trampled upon, Life guards, 
on horseback, were swept off and lost in 
the struggling mass of humanity after 
impotent struggles to stem the pressure 
of the semi-panic-stricken mob. Some of 
the injuries sustained are so severe that 
it is feared they wlll prove fatal.

Reasons for Acceptance. 


“TI fully concur with the commission in 
its conclusions and recommendation for 
the following reasons: 

‘1. It is a sound business proposition. 
An investment which yields steadily 6 per

cent per annum commends itself to the | 


judgment of any good business man. Es- 
pedially is this true if by making the 
new investment the productive value of 
another much larger investment already 
made, is greatly increased and fixed as 
in this case. The state now owns a rail- 
road worth not less than $8,000,000. Its 
terminal in Atlanta ts the most valuable 
in a great railroad center. If properly 
improved, which very valuable now, it 
would be much more valuable and would 
add greatly to the renting value of the 
state’s railroad, and make it, by reason 
of its location, the key to the railroad 
situation in Atlanta. 

“2. It is necessary to the preservation 
of the renting value of the Western. and 
Atlantic railroad. All the passenger 
trains now entering the city come into 
and go out from the state's road’s pas- 
senger statfon, and pay a good rental 
for the privilege, but the present old 
structure is entirely inadequate to the de- 
mands on it, and has been condemned 
by the railroads, the traveling public and 
by the state railroad commission as in- 
sufficient and dangerous. Another larger 
and better structure must ‘be erected 
quickly or the state must necessarily lose 
the valuable tenants she now has. Should 
this happen, and happen it must, unless 
Wwe provide adequate accommodation for 
them, the value of the state road, instead 
of being enharced and fixed, would be 
greatly depreciated. 

“For these two business reasons, leaving 
out of the question the safety and con- 
venience of the traveling public, it seems 
to me that the state’s interest and duty 
are too clear for discussion. If the propo- 
sition involved the imposition of an ex- 
traordinary tax to carry it out, I should 
oppose it as earnestly as I now favor it. 
preferring to take the risk of losing the 
tenants to fincreading taxes upon the 
people. But it does not. There are sev- 
eral ways in which the necessary struc- 
ture can be erected on the state's own 
ground, already paid for, without the col- 
lection out.of the people of a dollar for 
the purpose. I will suggest only one. 


A Way To %btain Money. 


“There will be in the treasury on 
vember lst $432, 750 derived 
the sale of public property, some 
from the sale of Western and 
railroad property not wanted» by the 
present lessees when they took the road. 
This money cannot, under the constitu- 
tion, be applied permanently to any pur- 
pose other than the payment of the bond- 
ed debt. No bonds of the state, excent 
those provided for by the sinking fund, 
will be due till 1915.

CHANGES HANDS

$449,572.18 IN TREASURY 


Receipt for That Sum in Cash Given 
Retiring Cfficial. 


NO CHANGE IN PRESENT SYSTEM 


Former Treasurer Speer Leaves the 
State’s Finances in Excellent 
Condition on Retiring.

State Treasurer Robert E. Park, of 
Bibb, took formal charge of the treasury 
of the state yesterday morning and fur- 
nished a receipt to Hon. W. J. Speer, the 
retiring treasurer, for $449,572.18, the 
amount of cash on hand in the treasury 
when the exchange took place. 

Treasurer Park Was sworn in by Gov- 
ernor Candler on last Saturday, giving 
at that time a bond in the sum of $200,000 
for the faithful discharge of his duties as 
treasurer. The receipt furnished by him 
to Hon. W. J. Speer yesterday morning, 
which ended the connection of the latter 
with the state treasury, is as follows:

It will be seen from this report that 
there was exactly $449,572.18 in cash in 
the treasury when the retiring officer 
went out and the new treasurer’ took 
charge. Of this amount over $332,000 be- 
longs in the fund arising from the sale of 
public property and $100,000 to the sinking 
fund of the state. On November 1st the 
public property fund will be increased 
$100,000. This fund is now being loaned out 
to the state depositories at a 2 per cent 
rate of interest. 

The showing made by the retiring treas- 
urer indicates that there is on deposit 
$810,000 of bonds deposited by insurance 
and surety companies according to law, 
in addition to the bonds put up by the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road.

FILES ITS REPORT 


Continued‘ from First Page.

‘The commission deems it necessary

The city of Atlanta has more than dou- 
bled in size since the present station was 
erected and fully three times as Many 
trains run into said station at the present 
time as were necessary at the time said 
station was erected. : 

“It will be remembered that the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis Railroad 
Company is the present lessee of the state 
road, and said lesse company, by virtue 
of the lease, has present possession ol, 
and control over, the terminal property 
in Atlanta, including said passenger sta- 
tion, along with every other part and 
parcel of the state road. Two of the 
companies, the Southern and the Seaboard 
Air Line, now using the passenger sta- 
tion, do so by contract with the lessee 
company, and it will be readily under- 
stood that this tends directly to enhance 
the value of the gstate’s terminal proper- 
ty. 

‘These greatly increased demands on 
the station have resulted in much crowd- 
ing and inconvenience to all the compa- 
nies, and it can only be a question of a 
short time when natural conditions must 
bring about one or two things—either an 
enlargement of the present passenger 
station, or some of the companies must 
withdraw and build depots for them- 
selves elsewhere. This, of course, would 
greatly reduce the value or the state's 
terminal property. 

‘“‘As has been sald, the present station is 
erected exclusively on property pelonging 
to the state. The title to the property is 
clear and undisputed, and it is sufficient 
mm extent, in the opinion of competent en- 
gineers, for the erection of a new sta- 
tio, which will be adequate for the ac- 
commodation of all passenger trains en- 
tering and departing from the city of At- 
lanta. In addition to the property where- 
on the present station is erected the 
state owns a strip 100 feet in width west-

‘We deem it of the greatest importance 
to the state that the present site be not

“We have had a number of interviews 
and conferences with the executive offi- 
cers of ihe several railroads, and all of 
these interviews and conferences have 
culminated in the following propositions: 

Proposition of Railroads. 


**Atiantea, Ga., October 11, 1900.—The 
undersigned representatives of the rail- 
road companies now using the present 
union station at Atlanta submit the fol- 
lowing answer to this question: 

QUESTION. 

“"If the state builds, at its own ex- 
pense, a new union passenger station on 
the site of the present union station in 
he city of At.anta, will the lessee of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad receive the 
Same under the existing lease, and what 
per centum of interest upon the cost 
thereof will it pay as rental, it being 
understood that no taxes are to be im- 
posed upon the improvement? 

ANSWER. 

“If the state of Georgia will agree on 
or before January Ist next to build and 
complete within the calendar year 1901 a 
suitable station at Atlanta on substantial- 
ly the site of the present union station, 
which wil] be adequate for the accommo- 
dation of the passenger traffic of the 
city of Atlanta during the next twenty 
years, upon plans and specifications to 
be agreed upon between the properly con- 
stituted representatives of the state on 
the one hand and the various railroad 
companies which would use such station 
as hereinafter, provided om the other 
hand, and lease the same to the present 
lessee of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road upon the terms hereinafter stated, 
then the lessee of the Western and 
lantic railroad will accept such lease. 

“The conditions of such a jJease from 
the state of Georgia to the lessee of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad to be sub- 
Stantially as follows: 

RENT. 

***(a) The rental to be a rate equivalent 
to 5 per centum per annum upon the ac- 
tual cost to the state of Georgia of the 
New buildings and improvements 4s cer- 
tified to such lessee. This proposed rental 
is based upon the theory that the state of 
Georgia should obtain a return of 4 per 
centum upon Its investment for the 
of the capital employed therein, and one 
per centum additional to cover the or- 
dinary and reasonably to be expected de- 
preciation of the property during the 
term. If the plans for the said proposed 
station shall require the acquisition by 
purchase or by lease by the state of

4 per cent basis, upon the cost, or the 
rental value of such additiona] property.

‘**(b) The term of thig lease shat] be for

The 
reason for the lack of funds is that the 
city has been confronted by an unusually 
large number of emergencies, which re- 
quired the expenditure of sums so great 
in amount that the city is now left prac- 
tically without money. 

The figures were obtained yesterday 
from Councilman J. W. Pdpe, chairman 
of the finance committee of council, who 
has carefully watched the city’s finances 
during the year. He has proven him- 
self one of the best financiers that the 
city has had for many years. The trou- 
ble began manifesting itself during the 
summer, It was then thought, and it 
has several times since been thought, that 
Councilman Pope had reached his rope’s 
end in the matter of money, but each time 
he has squeezed a little more from the 
treasury, as the various emergencies con- 
fronted him. 

Despite the fact that this has been an 
usually severe year for the chairman of 
the finance committee Councilman Pope 
will tide matters over, and expects to 
turn affairs over to his successor with 
less unpaid bills than were given him 
when he began his term of office as chair- 
man of the finance committee. 

The figures prove that the city has this 
year expended in round figures $160,000 
that was not anticipated when the year 
began. This, coupled with the fact that 
the city always closes the year with a 
deficit shows the ability with which 
Councilman Pope has presided over the 
financial end of the municipal govern- 
ment. 

When the various committees thought 
they had reached the end of their respec- 
tive appropriations and when the com- 
mitteemen thought they had reached that 
point in the game when they would be 
figure-heads until the close of the admin- 
istration, the cry has always been “‘let’s 
see Pope,’ and he would appear to point 
a way out of the difficulty.

HE WAS TRIED LAST JULY 


Jury Declared That He Was Guilty 
of Voluntary Manslaughter. 


TEN YEARS WAS SENTENCE IMPOSED 


Hambrick and Wheeler Had Been 
Partners and Wheeler Said He 
Fired Only in Self Defense, 


Isaac Wheeler, who, in last July, was 
sentenced to ten years in the peniter- 
tiary for shooting his one time partner, 
John C. Hambrick, was yesterday grant- 
ed a new trial by the supreme court. 

The opinion handed down is that of 
Justice Fish, all the other justices con- 
curring. This opinion holds that when 
the attorneys for the defense asked the 
court to give in charge to the jury that 
part of section 71 of the penal code which 
has reference to justifiable homicide, that 
the request should not have been consid- 


ered to mean more than that the judge | 
was asked to give tn. charge so much |

The supreme court also holds that there | 


was nothing, either in the evidence or 
the statement of Wheeler. which war- 
ranted the judge in charging the law 
contained in section 73 of the penal code, 
“and his doing so vwaas, therefore, erro- 
neous,”’ says the opMion. 

The supreme court is of the opinion 
that there was no error, however. in in- 
structing the jury in the Wheeler case, 
under the evidence, that it had the right 
to consider the circumstances and condi- 
tions of any of the witnesses as proved 
to have been made at the time of the 
incidents about which the witnesses tes- 
tified, so as to determine their condition 
as to soberness or whether the witnesses 
were in a condition to know what was 
transpiring at the time the - shooting 
occurred. 


As to Declarations. 

The opinion holds that “declarations 
made by one actually in a dving condition 
and conscious of the fact, are admissible 
as dying declarations. notwithstanding 
the fact that a physician, either before 
or after such declarations were made, 
informed the declarant that there was a 
chance for him to recover.” 

Continuing the court says: 

“Whether, after certain declarations 
were without objection, admitted as a 
part of the res gestae, it was or was not 
proper for the court to leave to the jury 
the question of their competency, 
ing certainly not 
against one holding the 
such declarations were 
evidence.”’ 

It was not erroneous, says the supreme 
court, to refuse to allow a witness to 
testify to his opinion as an expert when 
it did not appear that he was an expert 
as to the matter in which his opinion 
had been sought.

By cold weather, Me Devoe 
said, he meant what is popula known 
as zero weather, and he promises with it 
good sleighing. Winter, according to Mr.
